~ Handling Tobacco.

Farmers must not think the whole
1ask _is accomplished when they draw
the fire from the barns, for there yet
remains a gogd deal to be done. As
soon as the tobacco is sufficiently soft
to move, you may run up in the bamn
and crowd it close, or if the barn is
needed for other curings the tobacco
may be carried to the storage barn or
bulked down in any dry house on the
premises.  But be sure that nothing is
hulked with green stalk or swelled
stems, for if such are placed down in
bulk it will be sure to heat and utterly
ruin. Ifvour tobacco cured up nice 2nd
vellow do notlet it hang too scattering
in the barn for if it is exposed to the
air or light it will lose its color to
great extent. The best plan is to bulk
it down soon as possible for it will
1hen not only retain all of its color but
will become very sweet, which is an
important item to buyers. If your
yellow tobacco hls green streaks and

isdn it-take it up from the bulk in
@abotit ane month, hang it loosely in
the barp until it comes and goes in
<ase & time or two, .then bulk it down
again and next spring you will be =ur-
prised.to.know what improvements it
has ~undergone.If' your tobacco is
very green let it hang the greater part
of the winter, for it will be benefitted
every time it comes and goes in case;
but it should be bulked down for a
while before you put it on the market,
Tobacco requires & great deal of hand-
lingy even after the curing, in order to
get it in the proper condition to . sell.
[t is very seldew that tobacco brings
satisfacfory prices when it is taken from
the stalk as soon as cured and rushed
on the market. The best plan is to
study well the character of your tobacco
and then give it whatever it needs to
put it in aftractive shape for sale.
‘Fake your time in stripping and hand-
ing and see that it is done right. Do
not trust this work to children or in-
Ti farm hands, but superintend
‘it yourself or get some good tobacco
anan to do it for you. The farmer
Joses a great deal of money by not
having his crop in the right condition
when he. it for sale. No buyer
will pay
—no mmr how good it is—unless it
